State Will Start Grading 
Ford River-Spalding 
Stretch 


Bids will be 
asked 
soon 
for 
grading and culvert work on the 
15-mile stretch of US-2 between 
Ford River and Spalding 
which 
will be paved with concrete, it was 
announced yesterday 
by 
H. 
I. 
Davies, division engineer 
of the 
state highway department. Plans 
for this project have 
been 
for­ 
warded to lansing, and Immedi­ 
ate action in the form of adver­ 
tising for bids Is anticipated, it 
was stated. 
This preliminary work will nec­ 
essitate the remainder 
of 
this 
summer and part of next for com­ 
pletion. Paving will probably be 
started next summer and finished 
la 1931. 
The new road to Spalding will
